Attached Is a copy of # news release dated 10/17/70. 

The Bureau has conducted an extensive review of in¬ 
vestigative efforts conducted to'date in connection with 
captioned matter. Although considerable Investigative effort 
has been expended by Boston and Numerous offices in this 
matter, no positive information ijias been developed concerning 
subjects' whereabouts since the latter part of 1970, 

Both SAXE and POWER ar(4 described as extremely^ 
intelligent and indicated shortly before they became fugitives, 
they were prepared to go underground in the event they were 
sought by law enforcement authorities. There were Indications 
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these subjects considered the uselof the aliases, JOANNA 
HISS and DEBBIE KAPLAN; however, information has ever 
been developed to show they adopt'3d these false identities. 

In reviewing their backgrounds, SAXE and POWER 
showed a strong interest in woMbn!s liberation organizations 
during their attendance at Brandeiis University as reported 
by school associates. In addition, a letter was published 
in a women's underground newspape:li? known as "The Rat", New 
York City, in the latter part of pctober, 1970, in which SAXE 
and POWER claimed they had gone ahderground and were receiv¬ 
ing support in connection with thbir "revolutionary" activities 
Further, information was developep that both subjects showed 
an interest in Students for a Democratic Society and the 
Black Panther Party prior to their involvement in criminal 
activities. 


Attached and made a pa-rt hereof is a copy of a News 
Release dated 10/17/70, which sets forth the descriptions 
and background information concerning SAXE and I^OWER.

SUSAN EDITH SAXE KATHERII'IE ANN POWER 

Susan Edith Saxe and Katherinis Ann Power, reputed members of a radic 
revolutionary group dedicated to attacking the U. S. military system and undermining 
.police powers and charged in the murder of a| Boston policeman following a bank robbe: 
are on the FBI's list of "Ten Most Wanted Fujgitives. " 

Both former students at Brandjeis University, Saxe and Power allegedly 
joined three male parolees in the $26,585 Sei|)tember 23, 1970, robbery of a Boston bai 
after which a Boston police officer v»?as shot tio death by one of the men. 

Federal warrants issued at Bejston, charge Saxe and Pov/er with unlawfi 
interstate flight to avoid prosecution for murder and with theft of Government property 
from a National Guard Armory at Newburypojrt, Massachusetts. Also, Federal warrai 
issued at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, chargd them with participation in the $6, 240 
September 1, 1970, armed robbery of a Philadelphia bank during which one of the robb 

reportedly attempted to ignite a "Molotov cociktail. " 

Saxe graduated magna cum la4de from Brandeis University in June, 187 

and Power was a senior there this year. Boijh reportedly belonged, along with the thr^ 
male bank robbery suspects, since apprehenc^ed, to a small, revolutionary-type organ: 
zation which, in addition to attacking militany and police forces, reportedly advocated 
violent attacks against established society anjd robberies to further their aims and.pro’, 

financial contributions to such organizationsjas the Black Panther Party.

The Federal Bureau ofj Investigatioh has recently 
confirmed that Susan Edith Saxej and Katherine Ann Power, both 
of whom are currently on the FBjl's list of "Ten Most Wanted 
Fugitives," lived and worked in) Lexington, Kentucky, for 
several months in 1974. 

Employing a variety cjf investigative techniques 
which included handwriting analjysis, latent fingerprint 
comparisons, and photographic ijdentifications, the FBI estab¬ 
lished that Saxe, using variatijons of the alias, Lenora Jordan 
Paley, and. Power, using variatijons of the alias, Maureen Sheila 
Kelly, successfully utilized tReir assumed identities to 
obtain residence and employment! in Lexington, Kentucky, until 
their departure sometime in latje September or early October, 


1974. 




































Saxe and Power, who haye reportedly Held a 
of jobs, were most recently knowi to be employed in Lexington, 
Kentucky. Power worked as a telephone receptionist and Saxe 
v/as employed by a health food rei^taurant. With respect to 
their employment, Saxe used Social Security Account Number 
040-58-8911 and Power, Social Security Account Number 003- 
46-5275. Power listed her date pf birth as February 8, 1950. 

Saxe and Power, both f|>rmer students at Brandeis 
University, Waltham, Massachuset|ts, are being sought by the 
FBI for unlawful interstate flig|it to avoid prosecution for 
the crimes of murder, theft of Gjavernment property, and bank 
robbery. 

The female duo, reputeilly espousing the cause of 
an obscure revolutionary group wfiich advocated attacks on 
the military establishment and pjclice community, allegedly 
joined forces with three male pajrolees from ;;4assachusetts 
to rob the State Street Bank and| Trust Company, Boston, 
Massachusetts, on September 23, 11970. Having successfully 
seized over $26,000 in loot, the! fleeing band of robbers was 
confronted by a Boston, Massachulsetts, police officer, who 
responded to the crime scene. hail of sub—machinegun 
fire, which savagely cut down anjd killed the officer, termi¬ 
nated the encounter. On Septerntfer 24, 1970, Federal warrants 
were issued at Boston, Massachusetts, charging both Saxe and 
Power with unlawful interstate flight to avoid prosecution 
for murder. Their accomplices In these crimes were subsequently 
apprehended. 
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Additionally, Saxe and |Power were charged in Federal 
\gra,iTants issued at Boston on Septjeinber 25, 1970, with theft of 
Government property from a Wationjal Guard Armory in Nev;bury Port, 
Massachusetts. 

Other outstanding warraints issued at Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, on October 1, 1970,, charged Saxe and Power for 
their alleged participation in the September 1, 1970, robbery 
of the Bell Federal Savings and 4°^^^ Association, Philadelphia, 
where over $6,000 in loot was taklen at gun point. 

Saxe, a white female Anjierican who was born on 
January 18, 1949, at Hartford, Connecticut, is 5M” to 5'5" tall, 
weighs 160 pounds, has brown hai^", hazel eyes, medium complexion, 
and a heavy build. She may be wearing contact lenses. 

Power, a white female i^merican who was born in Denver^ 
Colorado, on January 25, 1949, i^ 5* tall, weighs from 145 to 
150 pounds, has hazel eyes, light brown hair vrhich was recently 
described as "dirty blonde" and '^orn short, a medium complexion, 
and a stocky build. She has a pockmark on her left cheek, an 
appendectomy scar, and a large s^ar on her abdomen. Both Saxe 
and Power have been recently desi::ribed as having lost considerable 


weight, perhaps as much as 20 pojunds. 

Both should be considejred armed and dangerous. 

Anyone with any informiation concerning either of these 
fugitives, who may be traveling together, should promptly contact 
the nearest FBI office, the tele|phone number of which may be 
found on the first page of most ilocal telephone directories.

Katherine Ann Power, one of the (PBI's "Ten Most Wanted Fugitives," 
is being sought by the FBI for unlawful fljight to avoid prosecution for murder, 
bank robbery, and theft of Government property. 

A former student at Brandeis Unijversity, Power allegedly joined 
three male parolees in the $26,585 September 23, 1970, robbery of a Boston 
bank after which a Boston police officer wjas shot to death by one of the 


bandits. 


Federal warrants were issued at [Boston, charging Power with unlawful 


interstate flight to avoid prosecution fori murder and with theft of Government 
property and at Philadelphia, Pennsylveiniaj, charging her with the armed rob¬ 
bery of a Philadelphia bank. 

Power emd her accomplices reportjedly belonged to a small, revolu¬ 
tionary-type organization which advocated iviolent attacks against estaiblished 
society and contribution of its robbery prfoceeds to such organizations as the 
Black Panther Party. 

A white American, Power, born ati Denver, Colorado, on January 25, 
1949, is 5' tall, weighs from 145 to 150 pounds, has hazel eyes, light brown 
hair which may be dyed black, a medium comiplexion, and a stocky build. She 
has a pockmark on her left cheek, an appentdectomy scar, and a large scar on 
her abdomen.

Katherine Ann Power, v^ho was placed on the FBI's list 
of "Ten Most Wanted Fugitives" fjollowing her 1970 rampage of 
crime and violence and who was rjeported to have worked and 
resided in Lexington, Kentucky, las recently as October, 1974, 
is being sought by the FBI. 

A former student at Brjandeis University, Waltham, 
Massachusetts, Power is being sojught by the FBI for unlawful 
interstate flight to avoid prosejcution for murder, theft of 
Government property, and bank robbery. 

Reportedly espousing t^he cause of an obscure revolu¬ 
tionary group which advocated atjtacks on the military establish 
ment and police community, Ppweif allegedly joined forces with 
three male parolees from Massactivsetts to rob the State Street 
Bank cuid Trust Company, Boston, [Massachusetts, on September 23, 
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hail of sub-machinegvin fire savageljy cut down and killed the 
officer, ending the encounter. 

On September 24, 1970, a jPederal warrant was issued 
at Boston, Massachusetts, charging [Power with unlawful inter¬ 
state flight to avoid prosecution f^r murder. Her accomplices 
in these crimes were subsequently apprehended.

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"dirty blond" and worn short, a medijuiii complexion, and a 
stocky build, she has a pockmark ort her left cheek, an 
appendectomy soar, and a large soar ion her abdomen. Power 
has been recently described as having lost considerable 

weight, perhaps as much as 20 pounds. 

Katherine Ann Power shoulol be considered armed and 



very dangerous.
